Petersburg, April g. The Czarina holds frequent 
Conferences with her Minifters, and there’s a Re- 
portthat the Imperial Ambaflador the Count de 
Kabutin, has had feveral private Audiences of her ;

Czar and the King of Sweden ; as alfo that the Al- 
Jiance lately concluded at’ Stockholm between thefe 
two Powers, has been figned trebly ; Prince Eugene 
of Savoy and the Great Chancellor of the Crown 
figned for the Empe.or; as did the Count de Tef- 
fia for the King of Sweden, and M. Lanczinsky, 
who takes Care of the Ruffian Affairs at the Imperi- 
al Court, on the Part of the Czarina. By virtue 
of this Guarrantee, the faid Powers oblige them- 
felves in cafe of an Attack, to aflift one another Re- 
ciprocally.
